1983 Discus Thrower Silver Dollar 


The 1983 silver dollar coin was designed by 

Miss Elizabeth Jones, Chief Engraver at the Mint 
and the first woman appointed to the post in the 
history of our nation. 


The obverse of the coin is a dramatic representa- 
tion of the traditional Greek discus thrower in- 
spired by the ancient work of the Greek sculptor, 
Myron. The discus thrower is shown in motion 
accentuated by varying outlines. The reverse de- 
picts the head and upper body of an American 
eagle. 


This coin is available in proof and uncirculated condition. 


1984 Olympic Gold Eagle Coin 


The 1984 gold ten dollar coin was designed 

by Mr. John Mercanti, the youngest member of 
the U.S. Mint engraving staff, from a concept 
created by Mr. James Peed, an artist at the Mint. 


The obverse of the coin displays two runners, 
one male and one female, bearing the Olympic 
torch aloft. The Olympic symbol appears to the 
left center of the torch bearers. The reverse of the 
coin depicts an eagle modeled after the one in 
the Great Seal of the United States. 

This coin is the first U.S. gold coin to be minted 
in over fifty years, and the first coin ever to bear 
the “W” West Point mint mark.

1984 Olympic Coliseum Silver Dollar 

The 1984 silver dollar coin was designed by 

Mr. Robert Graham, an American sculptor who is 
creating a sculpture to be placed at the entrance 
to the Los Angeles Memorial Coliseum. The 
obverse of the coin depicts Mr. Graham's sculp- 
ture with the Olympic Coliseum in the background. 


The reverse features an American eagle. 
This coin is available in proof and uncirculated condition. 


This is an artist's representation of this coin, and the final 
design might be slightly different than shown here. 


Gold and Silver Proof Set 


The three-coin proof set contains every Olympic commemorative 
coin available in proof form, the 1983 silver dollar coin, the 1984 silver 
dollar coin, and the 1984 gold ten dollar coin. 


Proof coinage may best be compared with fine jewelry. It is produced 
by a technique involving specially prepared dies and planchets and 
special multiple striking, resulting in particular sharpness of detail 
and a flawless mirror-like surface. The meticulously sculptured coins 
glow in dramatic detail. Each coin is individually examined by gloved 
inspectors for flawless perfection prior to release. 


After a coin passes the Mint's high standards for proof coinage, it is 
sealed ina plastic capsule to enable viewing while preserving the coin. 


The proof set is packaged in a burgundy display case.

Both the 1983 and 1984 silver dollar coins from the San Francisco 
Assay Office are available for separate purchase or as a two-coin set. 
Proof coins are minted using a hand-fed manufacturing process that 
requires multiple striking by the stamping dies. The 

process imparts a special depth and accuracy, and pro- 

duces coins of extraordinary beauty. 

The background of these coins is brilliant. Parts of the 

raised foreground have a frosted finish, the result of care- 

ful handwork. 

Each of these coins will be individually in- 
spected before release from the Mint, and then 
encased in a special capsule to preserve 
the original beauty.
